Should  a  chairnuin  of  any  committee  nejjlect  or  refuse  to 
call  a  meetinjj  of  the  couiinittee  at  such  times  or  with  such  fre- 
([uency  as  the  jiroper  despatch  of  the  business  entrusted  to  them 
re<|uires.  or  do  the  business  of  the  <<)mmittee  without  the  know- 
ledge or  consent  of  its  nnMubers.  or  contraiy  to  their  wishes  or 
sanction,  the  conimittt'<>  may  n'{)ort  such  ne<;lect.  refusal,  or 
action,  to  the  (Council,  who  may.  if  they  deem  it  advisable,  re- 
move the  said  cliairman  from  the  committee  and  appoint  an- 
other nuMuber  in  his  place,  and  every  such  re-constructed  com- 
mittee shall  have  a  ri<rht  to  appoint  a  chairman,  who  shall  re- 
port .such  appointment  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  it  .^hall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  from  tinu'  to  tinu'  to  notify  the  chair- 
man of  any  business  requiring  attention. 

54.  A  majority  of  the  whole  nufnber  of  any  committee  shall 
1k>  a  <iuorum,  competent  to  proceed  to  business,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  chairman,  nuiy  appoint  a  chairman  })ro  iem.

om,n..scen.es.  From  them  are  the  following  intere..ting  fact.s 
in  rolafon  to  the  first  survey  an.l  .scttlen.cnt  of  Hanulton  town- 
ship  and  Colxuirg :— 


I»    the  year  17!.l  Mr.  Augustus  Jones,    one  of  the  assistant 
surveyors     was  in.,tructed    to   survey    the  first  concession  line 
of  a  row  of  town.ships   from    the  Bay   of  (iuinte   to  the  pre.sent 
Toronto  harlx>r.     He  left  Niagara  on  the  24th  June.  1701    and 
connng  down  the  lake,  began  work  on  the  oth  of  August  in  the 
townsh.p  of  Cramahe.     On   the  Uth  of  August  he  was  in  Ilahli- 
.nand   and  on  the  13th  he  was   in    Hamilton.     This  latter  date 
therefore  gues  us  the  first  .step   towards   provi.ling  for  the  set- 
tlement of  Cobourg  and  the  township  out  M'  whi.-h  it  was  form- 
e.1.      In  1795  and  171.0  the  work    was   continued    bv    surveyors 
Hambly  and  Root. 

-Ou   May   17th,   1802,    the   first   patent  was   takent  out  by 
Ehud  X.ckerson,  for  Lot  No.  l.j.  Con.  H.  broken  front. 

"  In  several  published  papers  it  was  stated  that  Eiias  Niclml- 
son  was  the  first  settler.  This  name  is  a  mistake.  It  should 
be  Eluid  Nickerson,  as  I  first  determined  from  the  Crown 
LuHls    Records.      W,..  was    Klui<l  Nicker.son  •.>     No   traee  has 
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iH'on  left  of  this  pioiu'cr  settlor.  I  was  vt'iy  much  surprised 
and  pleased  a  few  days  ago  to  lind  the  following  notieo  in  a 
volume  of  Tlie  Church  in  the  library  of  the  Niagara  Jlistorieul 
Hociety.  It  appeared  in  the  issue  of  7lh  April,  184:t,  and  was 
taken  froni  the  Kt.  Catharines  Journal  : — 

"  '  In  Ciiantham  on  the  .UJth  ultinu),  Mr.  Kluid  Nieker.son, 
aged  S2  years.  Mr.  Niekerson  wa.s  one  of  the  gallant  band  of  U. 
E.  Loyalists  who  espoused  the  eauseof  their  King  at  the  time  of 
the  Ameriean  Revolution,  and  who  met  the  ju.st  reward  of  their 
hardships  and  privations  during  the  eventful  i)eriod  in  the 
speeial  favour  of  their  Sovereign  on  arriving  in    this   Province.' 

••  The  Chureh  was  printed  and  published  at  Coljourg,  and  I 
think,  therefore,  that  we  may  conclude  that  this  refers  to  the 
early  settlei*  of  Cobourg  ;  and  it  may  give  us  our  first  informa- 
tion as  to  the  pioneer.'"

Soon,  as  time  jiassed  on,  improvements  came  to  he  effected. 
On  one  of  the  choicest  sites  within  the  limits  Mr.  (ieorge  , 
Strange  Boulton,  Kegistra  Barrister-at-Law,  Registrar  of  Deeds, 
and  lil'terwards  Legislative  Councillor  of  old  Canada,  and  a 
Senator  of  the  Dimiinion,  built  the  well-known  "  N-orthumber- 
land  Hall,"  and  made  it  his  home  till  his  death.  This  stately 
old  residence  is  now  owned  and   occupied  by  >rr.  H.  Fitzhugh. 

Mr.  Kbenezer  Perry,  afterwards  a  Senator  of  Canada.  i)ut 
up  the  substantial  building  on  the  south  of  King  street,  close  to 
Division,  and  carried  on  an  extensive  mercantile  business  in  it 
for  many  years.     The  siime   premises  are    now  occupied  by  Mr.

In  lS.-)!»  a  change  was  made  in  the  municipu.  law  to  the  effect 
that  the  mayor  and  councillors  were  all  chosen  by  the  people. 
Dr.  John  Beatty  was  the  first  mayor  elected  under  this  arrange- 

Dnring  the  .sixty  years  which  had  elapsed  between  the  coming 
of  the  fir.st  .«ettler  and    the  year   last  mentioned  wondeifnl  pro- 
gress had  been  made,    and  many   cnterj.rises  of  great  value  to 
the  connnunity  had  been  set   on  foot,  and   liad    been  rewarded 
with  de.served  success.     In   the  onward  n.arch   of  progress  and 
improvement  in  our  village  and  town  few  perhaps,  if  any,  play- 
ed a    more  j)rominent   part  than  the    Burnet   family,    "(irand- 
f«ther  Fiank  Burnet,  as   he  was  familiarly   called  in  the  olden 
tune  here,  emig.ated  from  Scotland  with  his   wife  and  family  of 
five  .sons  and  v)ne  daughter,  and   settled  here   in  the  early  yO's 
The  sons  were  John,  James,  Frank,  William  and    David"    The 
daughter  bc-ame  the  wife  of  Mr.  Wm.  Lauder,  whom  our  older 
peo])le  remember  as  the  host  of  the  old  "  C  ross  Keys  ■"  hotel,  or 
tavern  as  it  was  then   .filled.     John    died  shorflv  after  c(m.'ing 
here.     (Grandfather  Burnet  was  a    .|ui.>t.    shrewd  an<l  ingenious 
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old  man  ;    and  his  four   sons  who   survived  him    \v»'rt*  full    of 
pluck.  cncijiN  and  daring  ciiU'rpi'iso.     Thoy   were  house  carj^en- 
tt'is  and  hiiildt'is  and  bof-ame   the   leading  contraetors   in  their 
line  of  trade  in  the  town.     The  principal  hnildinfjs  which  we  of 
ColMiurg    take  pride    in  today — includiii}?  our  Town  Hall — are 
monuments  of  their  genius  and  ability.      .\11  that  portion  of  the 
town  south  of  King  street,  west  of  Ontario  street,   and  hounded 
on  the  west  by  the  side-line  between    township  lots   1!»  and  '-'O, 
was  a  neglected  farm  up  to  1S40,  partly  cultivated  by  one  .John 
Connell,  a  blacksmith.      On  it  were  two  small  shanties  fronting 
Ontario  street,  and  an  old  ttunbled-down  barn  on    King  street, 
where  the  residence    of  Mr.    V.    \V.    Field,    Ke;;i.strar  of  Deeds, 
now  stands.     The   Burnet    brothers  purchased    this   farm,    the 
price  being  KlOO  (S'JSOd)  and  at  once  had  it  surveyed  into  town 
lots,  streets,  etc..  and  olfered  lots  t<»   tii.    public  on  veiy  advan- 
tageous teiins.     To  many  of  their  own  employees  they  sold  lots 
and  also  built  residences  for  them,    allowing   them    to  work  out 
the  price  of  iheir  little  homesteads  without   the  least  <'nd»arrass- 
menttolhe.n.   or  inteii'erence  with   their  oidinary    daily  c<nn- 
forts.       On    Ontario  street    they    built  four  well-arranged    and 
comfortable  brick  cottages,  one  at  the  junction  with  King  street 
for  Mr.  Thos.  Scott,  then  postmaster.       'Ihat  is  now  owned  and 
occupied  by   Mr.    Alfred  Mnnson.     Another,    at  the   corner  of 
Ontario  and  Tweed    streets,  for  Mr.  William  Burnet  :  that  now 
behuigs  to  the  McCallnm   estate  ;  the  third,    farther  south,    for 
Mr.  Frank  Burnet  ;  and  the  fourth  for  Mr.   David  Bnrnet.     On 
the  same  street— Ontai-io — and  close  to  the  lakeside.  Mr.Ailhur 
.Me Bain    erected  the    house  which   is  now    the  main  portion  of 
••  Cedarmere."  and  which  for    many  years  was  owned  and    oc- 
cupied by  .Mr.  (ieorge  E.  Castle,  and  later  by  his  widow.     James 
Orieve.  a  well-known  contractor  of  the    forn»er   days,  built  that 
tine  residence.  "The  Hill."   it  the  head  of  Tremaine  street,  for 
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Mr.  Wiiikvvorth  Treiimiuo,  one  of  our  formor  merchants.  For 
some  years  "The  Jlill  "  was  tlie  residence  of  Mr.  Wm.  WeMer, 
ah-eady  mentioned  as  our  first,  mayor,  and  is  now  the  property 
and  summer  residence  of  Mrs.  Sartf)ris,  daughter  of  tlie  hite 
(Jeneral  V.  S.  (Jrant,  a  former  President  of  the  T'nited  States. 
Thus  tlie  neglected  farm  was  soon  covered  with  homes  more  or 
less  pretentious  in  comfort  and  degree,  and  therein  may  be  seen 
the  commendable  impetus  which  was  {fiven  to  our  town  by  the 
enterj>rise  of  the  Burnet  brothers. 

Another  very  marked  impetus  was  given  to  the  already  thriv- 
ing village  and  to  its  business  enterprises  when  in  ],S4.S,  the 
iirothers  Mackechnie,  Capt.  Patrick  Wallace  and  familv,'  Mr. 
Ilejith  and  family,  Mr.  David  Burn,  and  others  came  ou't  from 
Scotland  and  settled  here.  Mr.  D'An-y  Edward  Boulton,  after- 
wards better  known  as  Col.  D'Arcy  Boulton.  had  married  Mi.ss 
Heath,  and  his  influence  had  much  to  do  in  persuading  those 
laige  moneyed  men  to  cast  in  their  lot  with  the  j,eopIe  of  Co- 
l)ourg.  They  purchased  the  whole  of  township  lot  No.  20, 
which  extends  from  the  "  Court  House,"  now  the  Counties' 
jail,  to  the  waters  of  Lake  Ontario,  and  employed  Mr.  George 
Saunders,  C.  E.,  to  survey  it  into  town  lots,  with  regular  streets 
and  highways,  they  having  the  intention  of  making  a  large  ad- 
dition to  the  homes  and  population  of  the  village.  In  that, 
however,  they  were  only  partially  successful. 
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♦  Mills  and  flanufactories  ♦ 

Ciipfain  AValtiM-  Boswell,  K.  .\.._an  early  pioneer— .sett I.-d  a, 
short  (li.stance  east  of  tlie  village  limits,  and  put  up  a  tannery 
and  a  distiUeiy  near  his  residenee.  Tliese  two  nianufaetoriea 
were  unch-r  tlie  nianafrement  of  Captain  IJosweil's  son.  John 
Crease  Boswell,  wlio  later  heeaine  their  proprietor,  and  they 
gave  employment  to  <piite  a  niunher  of  operativ<'s. 

Mr.  —  Boulter  also,  at  a  latter  date,  ereeted  a  tanneiy.  and 
for  some  years  carried  on  the  manufacture  of  leather  on  ii  Iai}-e 
S(;!,.^  This  tannery  was  situate  on  the  ereek,  on  the  north 
side  of  King  street,  at  the  east  end  of  the  town,  and  immediate- 
1\  opposite  "  Sidbrook,"  formerly  the  residem-e  of  the  late  Maj. 
David  Campbell. 

Far  baek  in  the  early  days  Josias  Whit."  built  a  flouring  and 
grLst  mill  in  the  locality  still  known  as  "  White's  Mills,"  whieh 
divided  the  honors  of  that  neighborhood  (the  centre  north  of 
the  town)  with  '•  Hull's  Corners,"  so  called  after  K.  C.  Hull, 
who  in  tlie  early  days  kept  a  hotel  there,  and  was  well  known 
throughout  the  country  as  a  Division  Court  l)ailifr  and  auction- 
eer 

The  next  advance  in  material  i)rogre.sH  was  marked  by  Nor- 
man George  Ham,  already  mentioned,  who  in  the  early  20's 
erected  a  large  flouring  and  grist  mill,  with  a  substantial  dam 
and  reservoir  to  hold  tlie  nece.s.sary  water  power,  immediately 
north  of  King  street,  on  the  sti-eam  long  known  as  the  "Factory 
Creek." 

About  1.S4U.  Mr.  Ebenezer  Perry,  already  mentioned,  erected 
a  large  mercantile  flowering  mill    on  north   Ontario  street,  with 
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hiiiiiiicd  poiul  (,r  water  (Hnial  to  a  small  lake,  to  fmiiisli

a  niillinjr  enterprise  to  the  farmers  of  those  da.vs  in  afTordinfj 
tliem  a  ready  and  convenient  market  for  their  wheat,  cannot  he 
iidl.v  appreciated  l.y  the  younj-cr  people  amonjist  us  today. 
They  may,  however,  f^et  .some  idea  of  it  when  they  are  told  that 
at  a  time  wiiich  to  some  of  ;is  does  not  seem  so  very  far  distant, 
the  n.achinery  of  that  mill  Kionnd  wheat  which  jr.vw  in  the 
vicinity  of  IVterl»orou-;h,  and  which  the  farmers  drew  down, 
attractcdhy  the  l)ctter  i)rices  oftVred  by  IVrry  \- S(m  ;  for  as- 
sociated with  Mr.  I'erry  was  his  .son  (ieorj-e.  whom  most  of  our 
peoj.le  rememlMM-  as  Collector  of  Customs  for  the  Port  of  (  obour-. 


'I  he  first  distillery  in  Cobourj;  was  efjuipped  and  opeiated  by 
Jienjamin  Throop— father  of  the  well-known  barrister  .Mr.  Hobr. 
'Ihroop.  who  practiced  liere  in  the  40-h  and  early  .Ws.  The 
distillery  wa.s  situate  on  Kir.st  St.,  where  Henderson's  ])lanin}i- 
isiill  iK.w  stands,  and  was  manaR(Hl  for  Mr.  Throop  by  one  John 
lloi.per.  Mr.  Benjamin  Thioop  al.so  erected  and  carried  on 
business  in  the  brick  Imildinfi  which  still  stands  at  the  .south- 
west corner  of  Kin<j;  and  Division  streets,  and  which  is  now 
known  as  the  ••(iutH^n's  Hotel"  carried  on  by  Mr.  (ieorpe 
Plunkett.  In  the  siime  locality  as  Throop's  distillery  .lolin 
Hopper's  brother  carried  (ui  a  brewery  in  the  early  days  of  the 
sell  lenient. 


Mr.  .J.imes  Calcutt,  with  his  family,  came    here   from  Ireland 
111  is.U).  and  ha vin-;- carried  on    an  extensive  business  as  a  mas- 
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ter  Grower  and  distiller  in  the  old  luiid.  he  nrranfjed  to  cHny  on 
a  like  Imsiness  here  ;  and  having  jiurehased  the  jiroperty  sonth 
of  Oil"  street,  he  eroeted  thereon  a  larye  distillery  and  an  e(|nal- 
ly  large  brewery,  with  malt  house,  kiln  an<l  mill,  Imsiness  oflii*«' 
and  fine  residence.  These  mannfaetories  for  many  yearH  atToi'd- 
ed  good  employment  to  a  large  stalT  of  ojieratives  and  a  conven- 
ient market  for  the  course  grains  raised  in  the  surrounding 
country.  Tln'se  works  sul)se(juently  passed  into  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Henry  Mackeehnie,  brother  of  Stuart  Maekechni*',  and  lat- 
er  to  McPherson,  (Jordon  it  Co. .  by  whi)m  they  were  operated 
up  to  a  recent  <late  and  burned  down  Jan.  4th.  \SW. 

In  IS44  Capt.'iin  Patrick  Wallace  built  a  very  line  dislillery. 
with  other  nece.s.siiry  buildings,  at  the  west  end  of  the  dam  of 
Norman  George  Ham's  mill  pond,  on  the  north  side  of  King 
street,  opposite  the  woollen  mill.  This  enterprise  flourished  for 
several  years,  gin,  brandy  and  whiskey  i)eiug  all  manufactured 
there,  but  the  Captain,  being  well  up  in  years,  grew  tired  of 
business,  retired  from  active  life,  and  returned  to  Scotland 
where  he  ended  his  days.

Another  dii^tillery  was  opera(ed  by  one  Beniley,  and  a  pail 
and  tub  factoi'v  by  one  Hai'twell.  near  the  ('ourt  House,  on  the 
north  side  of  Elgin  street  where  there  was  a  fine  dam  and  a 
large  body  of  water  to  supply  power  for  these  tw<)  factories. 
The  few  old  settlers  who  .still  remain  with  us  will  rememln'r 
Bentley's  distillery  and  Hartwell's  pail,  tub  and  churn  fiictoi-y 
at  the  east  end  of  the  dam.  So,  in  those  eai-ly  times  we  had 
four  distilleries  and  two  breweries  in  town.  au<l  another  distil- 
lery (  Hoswell's)  ju.st  outside  the  cori»oiation.  Now  we  have 
not  either  a  distillery  or  brewery.  Inthese  iu)tes  then*  has  U'en 
much    reference   to  *di.stilleries ;  some  will    sjiv    that   too  much 
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piominoncp  has  Im'oii  piv<!n  to  tlu-iii  and  tli:it  they  \v«*r«  not  » 
noilitahle  foiiii  of  iiianiifactorv.  It  niiist  \)v  born*'  in  niin<l, 
ho\v('v«'r,  that  w«'  aiv  dealing;  with  thingH  aw  wt'  liiul  th«Mii.  A 
gif-at  ileal  t)f  t-apital  and  laljor  and  hiiHinc.MH  cniTny  wert"  thrown 
into  those  pnterjtrisi's.  In  thone  «layH  the  eonsnniption  of  Htrong 
waters  was  not  looked  upon  as  it  in  now.  Spirits  were  regarded 
as  necesHary  to  iiealtii  and  vigt)r,  ami  they  were  partaken  of  by 
tlie  best  in  all  denominations  of  ('hristians.  The  local  distillery 
was  far  from  being  an  nnnii.xed  evil.  Liquor  would  be  pnr- 
rhased  and  drank,  even  though  it  had  to  be  brought  from  a  dis- 
tanee,  ami  the  production  of  it  on  the  spot  not  only  gave  em- 
ployment to  large  numbers,  but  it  opened  up  a  convenient  nuir- 
ket  for  coarse  grains  and  enabled  many  a  farmer  to  weather 
through  bad  years. 


In  the  middle  40's  Mr.  Stuart  E.  Mackechnie,  afterwards  a 
mayor  of  Cobonrg,  took  what  was  then  a  very  ambitious  step, 
by  erecting  on  Treniaine  street,  just  south  of  King  street,  on 
the  sti-eam  now  known  as  the  "  Factory  Creek,''  an  exten.sive 
woollen  mill  and  cloth  factory  which  i-till  remains  in  an  enlarg- 
ctl  antl  very  much  improved  form,  though  the  present  building 
is  one  storey  lower  than  the  original  one  was.  The  In'tter  to 
supply  the  necessary  material,  he  opened  up  a  brick-yard  on 
Tremaine  street,  and  there  manufactured  the  bricks  used  in  the 
structure.  The  contractor  for  the  work  was  Mr.  James  Burnet, 
an  older  member  of  the  liurnet  familj-.  When  the  factory  was 
completed,  Mr.  Mackechnie  brought  in  Mr.  Edward  Sheldon 
\Vinans  from  the  United  States  to  superintend  the  working  of 
the  mill,  and  Mr.  Winans  brought  skilled  operatives  with  him 
to  give  the  enterprise  a  fair  start  on  the  waj' to  success.  All 
hopes  in  that  way  were  fully  realized,  for  the  cloth  turned  out 
was  excei)tionally  good  and  refined,    and  found  ready  market  in 
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Montn'iil  and  Toronto,  as  well  as  h»*ni  at  hoiiu'.  Throiij{h  Mr. 
Ma<'k»'(lini«''s  iintinu'ly  di-atli  in  tin*  oarly  '»<l's  ("oImjuph  lost  tin* 
Immu'I'u  t»f  liiM  cntt'rprisiiijj  personality.  The  business  then  pass- 
ed into  th«>  hands  of  Mr.  Winans,  and  he  carried  it  on  for  sev- 
eral years  with  varying  wuecesH.  In  ls.')8  it  was  ae(|iiired  and 
opej-ated  by  .Vlexander  Fraser  &  Co.  Mr.  Fraser  had  carried  on 
a  lar^je  dry-j^oods  hnsiness  in  the  town,  was  the  first  repn'sent- 
ative  of  West  Northuniherlaiul  in  the  Lefjislatnre  of  Ontario, 
an<l  suhsiMjuently  Itecanie  Depnty  Keceiver-<«eneral  of  the  Dom- 
inion at  Toronto.  In  later  years  this  well-known  "  Ontario 
WiM>llen  Mills"  venture  has  i)tH'n  carried  on  by  John  Ronth  & 
Co.,  by  Mr.  Wni.  Ko«iinond,  and  is  now  a  remunerative  con- 
cern in  the  ha.uls  of  Mr.  .John  Dick,  who  employs  about  'JnO 
Iwinds. 


Mr.  Nathaniel  llorton,  builder  of  the  s<hoonor  *'  North>im- 
iKsrliind.'"  and  father  of  our  respected  townswoman.  Mrs.  P.  .1. 
Li}ibtl)urne,  carried  on  for  a  very  long  time  a  very  profitable 
tanning  business  on  Huck  street  ;  and  in  later  years  a  tannery 
was  operated  on  Covert  street  by  A.  S.  Kennedy  &  S<»n,  boot 
and  sluie  <lcalers. 

In  l.s.")(>,  Mr.  John  Sinclair  Wallace,  son  of  Capt.  P.  Wallace, 
built  a  large  distillery  on  William  street,  not  far  from  the  Court 
House  bridge,  and  for  several  years  carried  on  an  extensive 
tlistilling  business  there.  In  connecticui  with  it  were  extensive 
cattle  sheds  and  pig  pens  where  the  refuse  was  turned  to  ac- 
count by  feeding  animals  for  the  market.  Through  inc«mipet- 
ent  management  this  business  failed,  but  the  Ituildings.  after 
pa.ssing  through  a  chequered  existence  of  prosi)erity  an«l  a«l- 
versity,  still  remain,  not,  however,  as  tlu'  •"Ontario  Distillery." 
but  as  the  "  Cobourg  Matting  and  Mat  Factory,"  the  successor 
of  the  "  Norval  Factory."  which   some   of  our  people  remember

terprise our  hotel  accommodation  generally  has  improved  to  bo 
great  an  extent  as  to  place  Cobourg  far  ahead,  in  that  respect,  of 
other  towns   in  the  cimntry.   for    v/e    have  now  such  houses  as 
'•("edarmere."    -The  Columbian,"    "The   Baltimore."    "The 
Dunham  House,"    "  The  British,"   and  others,   which  though 
they  do  not  aspire  to  be  in   the    highest   grade,  yet,  in  order  of 
nuM-it,  respectability  and  popularity  are  Mot  easily  surpassed.

lii  the  early  times  of  the  settlement   there  was,  of  course,  no 
harbour  or  shelter  for  vessels  at  this  point,  and  no  wharf. the  only 
means  of  landing  passengers  and   goods  was  the  jolly-boat  sent 
to  shore  from  the  anchored  schooner,    and  this  continued  down 
to  a  time  as   late  as   1820.    and  probably  later.     In  those  days 
immigrants  and  their  belongings  destined  for  Cobourg  and    its 
vicinity  were  landed  at  the  Carrying  Place— at   the  head  of  the 
Hay  of  (Juinte— and  the  remainder  of  the  journey  was  done  in 
waggons  or  on  foot.      Later  on,  however,  probably  in  the  20's,  a 
liarl)our  company  was  foimed,  and  it,  aided  by  the  (iovernment, 
built  a  wharf  of  cribs  out    into  the  lake  at  the  foot  of  Division 
street.  au<l,  in  connection  with  it,    put  up  a  storehouse  for  the 
freight.     That    work  was   the  formation  of   the  present  "  East 
Pier."'      It  can  easily  be  inid»>rstood.  however,    that  the  original 
siructure.    though  (luite   imposing  in  its   day,  was   very   small 
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the  early  (lays  of  the  month  of  November.  ls;{7.  lie  found  no 
Catholic  C'hui-eh  in  ("obourg.  As  a  matter  of  fact  there  was  no 
Catholic  Chun  11  between  liellevilie  and  Toronto  when  Father 
Kernan  came  here,  exc«'i»t  a  frame  church  in  Port  Hope  which 
had  never  iM'in  fully  comi)leted  internally,  and  which  in  af*er 
years  was  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was  built  on  the  .sune  site  now 
occuitied  by  the  handsome  brick  church  and  priest's  residence 
on  the  prominent  hill  in  the  western  portion  of  our  nei«:hl)orinfr 
town.  Father  Kernan  found  not  more  than  a  do/en  faithful 
members  of  the  church  here,  with  a  few  more  in  the  rural  coun- 
try round  about.  lie  was  not  larj^e  in  .stature,  but  he  was  all 
life  and  energy,  and  was  not  long  in  making  warm  friends 
amongst  all  religious  persiuisions  as  well  as  amongst  his  own. 
In  IS.'JS  lie  .«tarted  a  movement  with  the  co-operation  of  a  few 
of  his  own  little  congregation  to  build  a  church,  in  which  he  was 
encouraged  by  the  kintUy  good  wishes  as  well  as  the  more  sub- 
stantial a.ssistance  of  many  of  the  gentlemen  of  other  perfua.s- 
ions  of  the  village.  During  the  ensuing  winter  Wm.  Solomon, 
who  owned  what  was  known  in  thoes  days  as  "Solomon's  Pine 
Woods,"  gave  the  good  priest  liberty  to  go  into  his  woods  and 
cut  down,  jtrepare  and  take  away  all  the  timU'r  retjuiied  for  the 
erectioji  of  the  church.  It  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  people 
here  in  those  days  —  to  tlx-ir  generosity  an<l  broad-chris- 
tian  .spirit — that  during  the  wintei-  of  bs;{,S-;>.  men  of  all  d«'- 
nominations  volunteered  and  gave  their  assistance  in  getting 
out  and  conveying  to  the  site  for  the  chui-ch  on  Wiiijain  street 
all  the  tind)ers  neeessjiry  for  its  ei-eetion.  'I'he  work  of  l)uilding 
the  church,  which  was  G.")  by  4.")  feet,  was  given  to  Messrs.  Duf- 
lins  and  Constantine.  and  in  I.S40  it  was  fully  completed  in  all 
its  parts,  and  was  a  very  pretty  church  edifice,  witli  handsome 
tower,  belfry  and  spire,  and  painted  artistically  within  and 
without,  a  bell  being  added    thereto  the    following  year.       The

One  industry  th»t  (lourished  periodically  durinfj  the  early  his- 
toiy  of  ("obonrg  was  that  of  shipbuilding.  The  tight  little 
steamer  ('ol)ourg  which  was  one  of  the  earliest  to  carry  pa.s.sen- 
gers  and  freight  on  Lake  Ontario  was  built  here.  That  staunch 
schooner  Northui!  tu'rlaud  was  also  built  heiv  by  N.  Ilorton,  as 
was  also  the  llan  lah  Butler  built  by  William  Hutler.  The  most 
notably  constru  on  in  marine  achitecttme  built  here  was  the 
Countess  of  Dull  in.  designed  !)y  Capt.  A.  Cutlibcrt.  built  bj' 
Cajjt.  Charles  Clilioid.  to  compete  for  the  America's Cu|).  known 
also  as  the  (^  eeirs  Cup  at  New  York.  Cobouigwas  also  a  reg- 
ular j)ort  of  cab  the  steamers  of  the  early  days,  the  Wil- 
liam the  4th.  and  Traveller.  These  were  succeeded  by  the 
Bethnne  line  of  J  .\al  >fail  stcann'rs.  viz:  (Mty  of  Toronto, 
Princess  Royal,  Cit\  of  Kingston  ;ind  liiion.  al!  engjiged  in  the 
coasting  trade.  The  Traveller  used  to  run  acniss  to  Rru'hester, 
as  also  ditl  tiie  .\inerica,  the  Admiral,  the  Maple  Li'af,  th<  High- 
lander, the  Rochester,  the  Kmi>ress  the  Rothsay  Castle,  the 
Corinthian,  and  the  Norseman,  now  the  .Vorth  King. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  ISO),  the  steanier  Maple 
Leaf  was  purchased  by  the  I'nited  Stati's  (iovcrnment  for  use 
as  a  transport,  the  price  paid  being  i?"jr>0.O(K>.  .Shortly  after  slie 
was  blown  up  on  the  James  River,  near  Washington.

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sho|)  now  is.  Mr.  Oliphant  comnu-nced  the  pulilication  of  the 
Reformer  about  1X4(5.  and  .James  Mffurroll  was  for  some  y«'arH 
etiitor  of  that  paper,  which,  as  its  name  indicates,  was  the  orp-in 
of  the  Reform  |»aity  in  this  town.  In  ls47.  Prof.  \V.  Kin;,'stou 
e.stiiblished  the  I'rovincialist.  an  independent  jonrna!  in  politics 
and  relijiion.  Tiie  I'rovincialist  oIVmc  was  situated  over  where 
tlie  Dominion  Rjinkisnow.  and  the  Reformer  otliee  in  .McCartliy's 
terrace  on  Division  .street.  The  IVovinciaiist,  thotij;h  a  tine 
paper  and  ably  conducted,  had  but  a  short  life,  and  the  Reform- 
er di«l  not  lonjj  survive  it.

The  late   Sir  John    A.    Macdonald.   our  greatest 
statesman,  whose  genius  and  foresight  built  up   Canad:     ,nd  left 
tins  Dominion  as  it  is  today,    and  Chief  Justi,-e  Draper,  one  of 
the  greatest  ornan.ents  of  the  Canadian    Bench.  l>oth   reside.l  in 
Cobourg.  and  for   a  time  stn.Iied   law   in  the    law  office   of  the 
Hon.   S(>nator    (Jeorge   S.    Boulton.        None  has    vet   surpass- 
ed the  late  (M.ief  Justice  Th.nnas  Moss  as  an    able  jurist,  ami  as 
a  just  an<l  impartial  judge,  and  he  was  born  and    brought  up  in 
Cobourg:  and    his  brother,    the  present  Chief    Justice    (M.arles 
Moss,  also  born  in  Cobourg,  o.-cupies  a  high  place  in  the  e..t,.cn.

saddle  and  carriage  horses  has  been  the  result.  'I  lie  laees 
usually  continued  for  four  days,  from  1  o'clock.  |>.  m.,  on  Tues- 
day, till  7  o'clock,  p.  UK,  on  Friday.  Many  |)eoi)le  from  dist.int 
parrs  of  the  district  came  here  for  the  race's  in  covered  eurriage.s 
and  waggons,  and  canijjcd  on  the  course  <luring  the  races.  Ke- 
freshinent  booths  were  <'rected  all  round  the  grand  stand,  and  a 
rather  exclusive  refnshment  room  within  it.  At  the  last 
(Queen's  Plate  that  was  contested  here,  however,  a  dispute  arose 
over  the  decision  of  the  judges,  which  resulted  in  the  break  uji 
of  tlie  club,  and  the  elosv  of  the  course.

T)?  ('..honrg  had  a  population  of  over  six  thousand  sotds.  whilst 
the  census  of  11)01   gives    us  only    4-_>(M>.      There  must    he  some 
c-ause  for  this,  hut  we  do  not  propose  to  go    into  an  extended  re- 
view of  the  causes,  f«„.  th,.,.,.  ,„,ist  be  more  than  onucau.se.     One 
prime  <a.ise,  however,  is  the  apathy  of  the   honest,  capable  peo- 
ple in  regard  to   the  public   affairs  of  our  town.      No    man  can 
fairly  deny  that  we  have  hone.st  and  very  capable    men  amongst 
US  who  thoroughly  understand  the  affaiis   of  the  town,  but  \d,o 
have  been  deterred  from  allowing  themselves  to  be   put  in  nom- 
ination for  the  tiustworthy  position  of  a  member  of  the  Council, 
bccau.se  the  greater  portion    of   the  eh-ctorate  have   in  the  past 
more  readily  supported  the  habitue  of  the  bar-room  or  unlit  man
